S.O, 542(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 17A of the General Insurance Business 
(Nationahsation) Act, 1972 (57 of 1972), the Central 
Government hereby frames the following Scheme 
further to amend the General Insurance (Rationalisa¬ 
tion and Revision of Pay Scales and other Conditions 
of Service of Supervisory, Clerical and Subordinate

1. This Scheme may be called the General Insu¬

granted two increments in the scale rvith 
cflectt from the date of publication of 
results of the examination or the 1st day 
of July, 1990, or the date of appoint¬ 
ment in the scale of Assistant, whichever 
is later, provided he has not already re¬ 
ceived graduation increments or qualifi¬ 
cation pay for having qualified as such 
graduate or any advance increments on 
appointment, otherwise than by way of 
protection of emoluments granted to ex- 
servicemen : 

Provided that if an employee entitled 
to increments for graduation is drawing 
basic salary of Rs. 2740]-, only one in¬ 
crement for graduation shall be granted 
to him. 

(b) An employee in the scale of Assistant 
who is a graduate of a recognised Uni¬ 
versity and has reached the maximum of 
the scale shall be paid graduation allow¬ 
ance of Rs. 65|- per month one year 
after he has reached the maximum of the 
scale or with effect from the 1st day of 
July, 1990, whichever is later and after 
a further service of one year the said 
graduation allowance of Rs. 651- shall be 
increased to Rs. 130[- per month. 

EXPLANATION.—For the purposes of this sub- 
item; (i) “recognised University” shall mean a Uni¬ 
versity recognised by the University Grants Commis¬ 
sion. 

(ill Graduation allowance payable to employees 
in the scale of Assistant shall not be treated as part 
of basic salary. 

Provided that 60% of the said Graduation allow¬ 
ance shall count for the purpose of House Rent Al¬ 


lowance, Provident Fund, Gratuity and Fitment on 
promotion to the higher cadre.”.

The Central Government has accorded approval to 
revise from different dates with retrospective effect 
certain scales of pay and conditions of service in res¬ 
pect of the employees of the General Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India and Subsidiary companies. The 
General Insurance (Ratitmalisation and Revision of 
Pay Scales and other Conditions of Service of Super¬ 
visory, Clerical and Subordinate Staff) Scheme, 1974 
is being amended accordingly.
